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STATE AIDS IN 
MOTHERS' FUND 


;To Be U. S. Senator, 


System 
Permits 
Keeping 


Families Together; 30.000 
! 


Children Benefit.

Pennsylvania's pension system for 


deserving mothers is the only form 
of relief under existing laws of the 
commonwealth in which the state 
and participating counties share in 
equal parts. State officers of the 
mothers' assistant fund have an- 
nounced that latest reports show 
9446 families on the active list, in- 
cluding some 30.000 children. 


The grants to families aided by 


the fund average $35 per family per 
month. The state pays half and the 
county the other half. The grants 
as a rule are less in the rural dis- 
tricts and greater in the industrial 
section of the state, where the need 
is more urgent. In no case is a 
county permitted to fall below an 
established minimum. 


The present method of allocation 


to the counties was adopted by the 
general assembly of 1929. Previ- 
ously, the fund was allocated in ac- 
cordance with a fixed classification 
based upon population. During the 
years intervening since passage of 
the law in 1919 it was found that 
population is not necessarily an in- 
dication of the proportionate need, 
and distribution on this basis did not 
prove 
satisfaction. 
Discrepancies 


between actual need and allocation 
in many counties resulted in a piling 
up of long waiting lists in some 
counties, and in others the necessity 
for returning to the state and 
county treasuries portions of the al- 
location which could not be used. 


County Allocations 


The fund is now allocated to the 


counties on the basis of a budget 
prepared from figures submitted by 
the county boards of trustees. 
The 


alvantage of this plan lies in its dis- 
tribution on the basis of actual need. 
The individual county budget is 
computed as follows: To the total 
number of families on the payroll at 
end of the fiscal year prior to the 
regular meeting of the general as- 
sembly is added either the number 
of eligible families on the waiting 
list at the end of the year or the 
average yearly increase in families 
added to the payroll during the bi- 
ennial period ending on the same 
date. 


-This sum. which shows the fami- 


lies to be cared for in the counties, is 
then multiplied by the average grant 
per family per month. The result 
gives the monthly payroll needec 
and when multiplied by 12 indicates 
the amount needed annually for 
grants. The latter figure represents 
90 per cent of the county's full re- 
quirements since ten per cent of the 
total appropriation per year is al- 
lowed to each county for the pur- 
poses 
of 
administration. 
Each 


county's budget is then figured on a 
100 per cent basis and the state 
budget is the sum of the amounts 
thus shown to be needed county by 
county, plus the allowance for the 
state office, and for the unorganized 
counties. No deviation from this 100 
per cent basis can be established. 


In most counties the amount of 


the grant is determined by the bud- 
get needs of the individual family. 
Amounts required for food, 
fuel, 


rent, medical care and household 
furnishings are indicated by stand- 
ard schedules.

service commission by its bureau 
of engineering places the mileage at 
29,289 miles. 
The figures include 


main lines and industrial branches. 


The number of railroads of all 


classes operating in the state last 
year, according to the report, was 
84. Twenty-four of these were what 
are known as class I railroads. This 
class consists of the larger roads. 
Twenty-three were class II roads; 
eighteen were class III, and nine- 
teen were switching and terminal 


railroad companies. 


Exclusive of switching and ter- 


minal railroads and those run as 
part of industrial plants, the rail- 
road operating the smallest mileage 
in Pennsylvania is the Lehigh and 
Hudson River railway. It has 0.35 
miles of track in Easton, its total 
mileage being 96.60 miles.
